MnnncAPOUR, Jtme 9.— Clondy skies 

and occjisional snii hursts miirked the 
(ijifiiing t)f tlu' sccdml (l;;y (if the national 
R(>l)nlilican n invention. Tcnipdrary 
Chairman Fa-ssi tt was lat*; in pnttin,!< in 
an appearance, and so, in fact, were a 
good many of tlie delegates who bad 
been engsiged in oommittee work a good 
part of the night. Bn^ the band kept 
thirsrs lively. Ex-Speaker Reed's famil- 
iar (ovm was looked tnrand found in the 
Buiiie place as the previous day. Fre<l 
Douglass was l&Tlted to a ssat on the 
platform. 

It was 11:48 when Chairman Fassett 
rapped the oonvention to order. The 
RiKbtRev. H. B. Whipple, Episcop8l 
bishop of Minnesota, who had been sit- 
ting to the left of the chair, with his 
hwid protected by a little ' puri>le cap 
removed that covering and oiK'ued the 
proceedings with prayer as follows, tli-) 
delegates a^d most of the anmenio 
standing the while: 

Almighty God, who hath promised to 
ve wisdom t» all who reverently seek 
lee, who alone pourest into the hearts of 
men that most excellent (dft of charity, 
\vf ask Thy l>!es>iiii; upon tliis convention. 
Help tlieiu t" reali/.e that novennnent is a 
sacred trust fioni (Jod. wImi alone lias the 
right to govern and that hi.s love ha« given 
to every nation the right to say in what 
form that trust shall be clothed. Grant, 
Heavenly Father, that the one who we 
may choose shall l>e a man after Thihe 
own heart, a lover of rif^hteouHne.ss, the do- 
feiider of the poor and the nivdy, and the 
(guardian of the nation's honor. Give to 
this people the uiidenttandiiix heart to 
obey Thee, that truth and justice, religion, 
piety, peace and happinem may be estab- 
lishea among us for all generations. 
Grant this for the wake of Thy .«on, .lesus 
Christ, in whose words we sum up our 
petitions. Our Father, who art in heaven, 
liallowcHl lie Tliy name, Thy kingdoin 
come. Thy will Ije ilone on eartli as in 
lieaveii. "(livi us this day our daily bread, 
and forgive us our tresuiikses as we forgive 
tiaoee wuo trespass against us, and deliver 
ns ftom evil, for Thine is the kingdom, and 
the power, and the glory forever and ever. 
Amen. ' 

Mr. W*bster, of Nebraska, asked per- 
mission that Mr. Walker, of Nebraska, 
be given the floor to present a gavel to 
the luuvenLiou. The chair announced 
that Mr. Walker would have the floor 
for that pnnx)se. "What purpose}^ said 
some delegates in the front row. 

Mr. Faesett explained. Mr. Walker 
then took the platform aud made a little 
ei^ech in so low a tone that there were 
cries of * 'Loader" from all parts of tlie 
hidl. 

The gavel was presented in the name 
of the yoong Reuublicans of Nebra.ska, 
in memory of uie homestead act. Mr. 
Walker dMoribed the wood of^hich the 
gavel was made, and said fhat there 
were two sliver coins in the end of it. 

Mr. Faasett, as teniitorary chairmar, 
returned the thanks of tbe convention to 
the state of Nevada. This slip of the 
tongue caused laughter, which Fas- 
sett adroitly turned to aooonnt, sayintj: 
fhat there was so mqch sUver about the 
gavel that the mistake triM exctiaable. 

The temporarv dudnnan announced 
the order of hnnness to be the presenta- 
tion of the credentials oommittee report. 
Mr. CoffSweU, chairman of that commit- 
tee, took the floor and stated that the 
committee was not ready to report. He 
asked permission for the committee to 
sit continoonsly ontU it had completed 
its labors. Lsav* to sit oontinnomsly was 
granted. 

Mr. Cogswell and Mr. Spooner hav- 
ing taken their seats the chairman an- 
nounced that the report of the commit- 
tee on permanent organisation was next 
in order. D. C. Lockwood, of Idaho, 
chairman of the coininittee, was recop;- 
.nized and took tlie platform. He nro- 
sented the name of Hon. William \L> 
Kinley, of Ohio, for permanent chair- 
mau. it was received with tnmnltnous 
applause. Charles W. Johnson was 
named for secretary, and the assistant 
secretaries of the temporary organiza- 
tion were rebbmmended conQnaea. 

ThB oommittee abo recommended 
that each delegation appoint an honorary 
vice president and secretary. Mr. Lock- 
wood moved the adoption of the report 
and it was adopted. 

Tbe chairman appointed Samuel Fes- 
eenden, of Connectiont; ez-Senator 
Si)ooner, of Wisconsin, and General 
Mahoue, of Virginia, a committee to 
ssoort Major McKlnley to the chair. 
They came up from the body of the hidl 
and want up the narrow aisle beside 
the chairman's platform to the place 
where Gtovemor McKinlev was seated. 
Then Mr. Spooner preceded and Gen- 
eral Mahone followed him down the 
aisle to the platform. He shook hands 
with Mr. Fassett, while the convention 
rose and cheered again and again. Mr. 
Fassett turning from him thanked the 
convention for its consideration and 
kindness to liini. Then he uitroduced 
the permanent chaiimau. There was 
another tumult of applause, and an 
Ohio delegate sprang to nis feet and pro- 
posed three dMSTs. Th«y w«ss gnren 
with a will.

The 
tariff plank makes the usual pronounoe- 
ments of the Marty upon that issue, but 
deals lightly with reciprocity. The sil- 
ver plank, whioh was especially in 
charge of Senator Jones, of Nevada, de- 
clares in brief that the Ilepublican party 
can always be in favor of bi-metalism 
and believes in dollars of gold and sil- 
ver, each of which should oe of equal 
purchasing piwer. The plank on elec- 
tions reiterates tbt party demand for an 
honest ballot and a fair count. On the 
question of temiierance. there is a brief 
plank advocating all proi>er means tend- 
ing t> lessen the evu of intemperance 
and to promote morality. 

The sub-committee on miscellany of 
the committee on resolutions has agreed 
to report favorably on the resoltttion 
asked for by the 5l^icaragua canal con- 
vention last week. Judge M. ]%Estee, 
of San Francisco, and Etonry D^*ierce, 
of Indianapolis, made tbe arguments be- 
fore the sub-committee. They were sent 
here for that ptirpose by the canal con- 
vention , The report will be to the effect 
that the Nicaragua canal would be of 
va«t importance to the United States in 
time of war aild of incomparable benefit 
to its productions aud commerce, and 
that it siiould be built by American 
capital and coutrelled by the United 
States.

Wtet the State Weather Serriee Has 
to Bay of the Outlook In 



Following is the crop bulletin of the 
Sute Weather Service for the psat week : 

The past ten days have sho^n some- 
what improved weather conditions, al- 
though they were far irom being all that 
could be desired for farming interests. 
There was a slight excess in temperature, 
a <leticiency in sunshine and, except in 
extreme northeastern counties, a large 
excess of precipitation. In other parts 
of the State, the rainfall was quite evenly 
diatriliuted, though in Logan, Simpson, 
Hart and Warren counties the excess is 
slightly more marked than elsewhere. 

Tobacco setting is making good pro- 
gress, and the conditions have been gen- 
erally favorable to the work. The out- 
look for corn, particularly in .central and 
eastern portions ^of the State, is not 
promising. Much of the crop yet rc 
mains unplanted, and there is no pres- 
ent prospect that the bottom lands will 
be in condition to work soon enough to 
allow the com to mature if planted. 
Early I'orn looks very well. 

ThegrowtUof wheat is too rank, and 
there is much complaint of its falling 
down iiwln/ t(j heavy rains atnl high 
winds. In some sections rust has made 
its appearance. Despite these draw- 
backs, there is excellent reasons to think 
that 'the average of the cro]) will be very 
good. 

Grasses of all kinds and garden crops 
are reported to l^e in genenUly excellent 
condition.
